Christopher 9* Janus* president of the Greek Heritage foundation* 
said that during a 15-day tour o t» the ma inland* loser level 
officials and guides repeatedly told him and four other foundation 
members that the United States was expected to recognise China 
diplomatically by that date. 

The Chinese said an important announcement mould be made 
before then on the state of Chairman Kao TWe-tung»s health* 
he added. Mao* 78* has not bean seen in public since President 
Nixon's trip to China in fubruury. 

Janus said hs did not meet any high-ranking Chinese leaders* 
but hs and his party sere Impresses by the Importance attaohed 
to the lug. IS cate by those officials they did meet. 

taring its stay* the group discussed plans for an Oct, IS 
tour or China by 45 members of the foundation and the Chicago 
Barra rd Club. A long-term projeot to exchange 12 Ohlnese and 
12 American university students also see discussed. 

In the exchange program* the Chinese soald go to any college 
or university of their choice in the United states and souls 
sork to pay 10 par sent of their expenses. Janus said tbs 
sork idea particularly appealed to the Chinese. He sas promised 
a firm answer before the end of the year. 

Janas is s member of Baohe and Co. brokerage firm* and founder 
of the Chleugo-bueed foundation. He became Intereeted during 
the visit in the fats of primitive Peking Man. The bones of 
this eave-dsaller* who lived in the vlelnlty of Peking* disappeared 
after tbs outbreak of World War II. 

He said he told the Ohlnese he would offer a $5*000 reward 
for information on Its whereabouts. There has bean speculation 
the remains may be somewhere in the United Statue. 

The foundation members ended their trip June 15 after visiting 
Peking* Shanghai* Hangchow and Canton.
